OF "ONE BUCK" LAW 


A. K. Wallln of Edgerton Predicts Ex- 


termination of Dear Unless 


Law Is Amended. 


•A. K. Wallin, one of the moat ex- 


perienced hunters of Rock 
county, 


points out the defects 
in the "one 


buck" law which was passed by the 
last legislature and declared that it 
will mean the extermination of the 
deer in the north -.vcods unless it "Is 
abolished. Mr. Wallin gives his rea- 
sons for such 'conclusions la the fol- 
lowing communication:'' ' 
Mr. Editor: 
' ' 


I wish to say a few words In regard 


to tho so-called "buck law" of Wis- 
consin. I hare hunted deer for nearly 
forty years and have killed a great 
many or them. I have closely ob- 
eerved their habits and have talked 
with a great many experienced hunt- 
ers and woodsmen and I am absolute- 
ly sure that the present law is a bad 
one from any angle you look at it. If 
it IB strictly observed it would quickly 
exterminate the 
deer. 
How many 
game wardens and legislators know 
that the white tail deer mate? 


Quoting from Ernest Thompson Se- 
ton, than whom no higher authority 
exists. See his article in Century of 
September, 1806, in which he says: 
'Many observations and inquiries lead 
me to conclude that the buck white 
tail is 
usually seen with one doe, 
sometimes 
with two, 
rarely 
with 
three, never with more," 
William T. Hornaday, the great na- 
turalist, also in his Natural History 
spea-ks of the mating of .deer. 
Of 
course every hunter of experience hns 
ilways known this peculiarity of the 
white tail 'deer, but I speak of these 
wo as recognized authority all over, 
the world. For obvimis reasons which 
are difficult to discuss- here, but which 
every 
experienced . hunter 
under- 
stands, the killing of a buck means 
he-possibility and even the probabil- 
ty of one or more "dry" does for an- 
>ther year. Now, on the other hand, 
f it is not observed (and every one 
who knows anything about it knows 
hat it will not be) tho result is still 
more disastrous. The 
majority of 
lunters will, especially if the hunting 
.'i hard and deer are scarce, and th'ey 
are not having1 very good luck, shoot 
at every deer that they see. They 
make sure that it is a deer first, then 
if it turns out to be a doe, it is used 
for meat or traded off to some guide 
or settler for a buck, or it is hidden in 
the wods where no living thing can 
the woods where no living thing can 
is foolish enough to leave a doe in 
plain Bight where every passer-by can 
see It.

months). The chief difficulties in the I 
provisioning of the city are connect- 1 
ed with transportation. 
The Anato- 
lian Railway company had been com- 
pelled even before the war to reduce 
its service somewhat, and milltarv 
demands have still further reduced 


the available freight capacity. 


The city prefecture has, however, 
succeeded In reaching an agreement 
with the war 
department by which 
regular grain shipments from Anato- 
lia will be made. It is also hoped to 
secure some foreign grain In the near 
future, and there are fears that a sul- 
flcient supply of grain will not be 
available for the capital. 


A more serious question has been 
that 
of 
securing enough petroleum. 
Electric lighting was introduced 
in 
Constantinople only two years ago, 
ana very few houses' have It. 
Vast 
quantities of petroleum, are used. In 
normal times Russia, Rumania and 
America were the 
main sources of 
supply. Today the only source avail- 
able is the Rumanian 
"Steaua Ro- 
mana," and supplies from this com- 
pany have recently 
been 
most Ir- 
regular and small. The Black Sea 
between the Rumanian and Turkish 
coats is sharply watched by Russian 
torpedo 
boat destroyers, and only 
small quantities of oil have 
come 
through in lighters. The 
needs of 
the army have also compelled the 
expropriation of most of the oil that 
had been stor^Q up, and Rumania has 
now prohibited the .export of oil. 


Rich deposits of coal will make it 
possible, to overcome the shortage in 
this fuel. With 
the 
assistance of 
German engineers, new mines have 
been recently opened up, and the coal 
secured is declared to be but little 


inferior, to Cardiff coal. 
Sugar, coffee, tea and other articles 
have risen considerably In price, but 
it Is asserted that there is no chance 
of a real want of anything in Con- 
stantinople.

It is a 
very pitiful- sight. Old men, women 
and children, and not far behind the 
lines you can see the French peasants 
working in the fields as though they 
were hundreds of miles away from the 
battlefield and in range of the artil- 
lery all the time. 


The weather is very fine, according 
to the time of year. . As a rule we get 
heavy rains and sleet long before this 
time. Fortunately it has been drv 
but very frosty at night. 
Well, I will close now, hoping these 
few lines will reach. you. and find you 
in the best of health. 1 will write vou 
again shortly. We find a good many 
things of interest here, when we get a 
chance to look around.

In December,the. numbr of deaths 
from pneumonia begins to Increase 
rapidly, until a maximum is reached in 
March. From no.'other disease is- the 
hale; hearty man:.in the prime of life 
so subject to'attack. : Its preven-.ion 
is the same ap. for colds and consump- 
tion. Special attention should be paid 
to the condition of the throat and air 
pasages. Excessive exercises, expos- 
ure to inclement weather, and wet 
clothing should be avoided', and tem- 
perance in eattog and drinking prac- 
ticed. It Is a mistake to sleep without 
proper ventilation. All bedroom win- 
dows should be open at night. Persons 
are more apt to contract pneumonia 
if they sleep in tightly closed rooms.
